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First Iness, Then Gordien Betters Discus Record

LINCOLN, Nebraska, June 20--A season of frustration 
and disappointment became THE year of achievement for 
giant Sim Iness as the Southern Californian whipped the 
@iscus seven-eighths of an inch past the virgin 190 foot 
mark to steal the show of the annual NCAA meeting. 

Big Sim's new world's record was one of six firsts 
for the all conquering Trojans, and one of three meet marks, 
In winning their 17th title, and fifth straight, the Trojan 
Tigers rolled up 80 points--nearly double that of second 
Place Illinois and chalked up two of the meet records, 

Parry O'Brien, the other half of Troy's Hardwork Twins 
combo, added the NCAA shot mark to his already b 
collection with a heave of 58 ft. 74 inches, And in the 
mile, the meet's No. 1 drawing card, Wes Santee ran the

Pasadena, July ll--Fortume Gordien, the magician 
turned actor, today regained his world record in the discus 
throw in the Pasadena Pentathlon with a pitch of 190 feet, 
7% inches. The meet was held at John Muir College. 

Thus the ex-Minnesotan, now competing for the Los 
Angeles Athletic Club, will probably never see his name 
dropped from the record book. Holder of the listed mark of 
186 feet, 11 inches, he had lost his record on June 20 
when USC's Sim Iness spm ome 190 feet, 7/8 inches in the 
NCAA at Lincoln, Nebr.

Davis Does 6’ 11” 54

Dayton, June 26 and 27--(BN)--Leaping just three-= 
eighths of an inch short of the high jump magic number of 
seven feet, long Buddy Davis put this sweltering Midwest 
city onto the world's track and field map with a new intere 
national high jump standard in the first major meet ever 
held here, 

Davis! great leap--not entirely wexpected--came to- 
wards the end of a two day show which saw many a track record 
broken but which for the tall Texan's finale punch would have 
been just another AAU meet, As it turned out, the seemingly 
inevitable delays and confusion, and the man killing heat, 
were forgotten as Davis finally cracked Les Steers’ dozen 
year old mark of 6-11. 

Eleven met marks were broken and one tied, But only 
the three new field marks--high jump, shot and discus-- 
amounted to much of an achievement. All the other marks were 
made on the track where yards were used for the first time 
since 1931. None of the winning track marks was as good as 
the recard in its metric equivalent. 

As a whole, the field events were exceptionally good. 

In addition to Davis, Parry O'Brien cracked the meet mark 
as expected (57-113), and the discus standard fell, not to 
the favored Sim Iness, but to the comebacking Fortune Gor- 
dien (183-94). 

Marty Engel got off the second best hammer win in AAU 
history (186-9), and Bud Held's 22-7 has been beaten only 
‘by Steve Seymour (2):8-10). Broad jump king George Brown 
neared 26 feet (25-10 3/) which has been bettered only by

Most noteworthy was the almost complete absence of new 
stars, With only one exception, every winner was a member 
of the U.S. Olympic team last year. The lone stranger was 
a new MOrgan State star, Josh Culbreath, whose 0 hurdle 
win was no particular surprise but who amazed the experts 
with his fine time of 52.5, 

Aside from the discus, and that wasn't much of an upset, 
the only overturning of the dope bucket was in the 56 pound 
weight, conducted so seldom it hardly counts. 

Dayton turned out well for the meet which former world 
record holder Dave Albritton (6-9 3/4, 1936) personally 
brought to his home town and chairmaned. Seventeen thousand 
fans (9500 Friday evening, 7500 Saturday afternoon) saw a 
meet which had its problems but which was well run as AAU 

meets go and considering it was the first big meet ever for 
Dayton,

(GA)--Even without the presence of NCAA 100 titlist Willie 
Williams, who reported to a summer camp before the AAU meet 
opened, a top drawer field was on hand to compete for the 
first national championship settled over 100 yards since 
Frank Wykoff copped the 1931 crown in 9.5. 

Three former AAU 100m victors--Andy Stanfield, Art Bragg 
and Jim Golliday--were numbered among the starters as wel} 
as Olympic champion Lindy Remigino and service 220 titlist 
Jim Ford, 

The first three and NCAA runnerup Thane Baker were the 
fava@ites and they ran like it in the preliminaries, Stan- 
field never looked better as he coasted in by two yards over 
Remigino, time at 9.7. Bragg copped the slowest of the four 
trials, edging Joe Schatzle by a foot in 9.9. Baker hat to 
uneork his customary finishing burst to overhaul Trinidad 
eeengeeee Michael Agostini, the 18-year-old who upset Stan- 
field last January in Jamaica. Agostini shot off hig blocks 
like a scared rabbit, leading for more than three quarters 
of the distance but faded slightly in the final 15 yards. 
Baker also clocked 9.7. Golliday, showing no signs of the 
muscle trouble that ruined his Olympic ambitions of a year 
ago, got a perfect start and led all the way to take the 
fourth heat in 9.7. Another perennial sufferer of muscle 
ills, Ford pulled up at the 50 yard mark. 

Stanfield unexpectedly dropped out after 10 yards in the 
first semi-final as Golliday sped to a 9.6 victory over 
Schatzle, Handy Andy, who hadn't experienced any serious leg 
trouble since the 1951 AAU event, said, "I had a cramp in my 
leg before the heat and couldn t get rid of it in time. I'll 
be all right for the 220 tomorrow.” 

In the other semi-final Baker returned another 9.7 to 
score over Bragg, who was running very well after dropping 
out of the NCAA dashes with a recurrent leg injury. The sur- 
prise here was Joe Graffio'ts third over improving Remigino,. 

Golliday, running in the second lane, and Bragg, on the 
extreme outside in No. 8, held a clear lead over the rest of 
the finalists at the halfway point. The Morgan State star 
held on to nose out fast-finishing Thank Baker in a scintil- 
lating 9.5 as Golliday, in US Army colors, lost the secomi- 
place nod to Baker. Bragg's clocking duplicated the meet 
mark shared by Wykoff and Emmett Toppino, The inexperienced 
Agostini, in his first taste of real competitive sprinting 
was last in the eight-man field. After Golliday the field 
was tightly bunched, except for Agostini whose blocks slipped 
at the start,

(HT )--Andy Stanfield, who had pulled out of the 100 with 
a slight leg cramp the night before, shook off the injury 
and again proved he ranks with the all-time greats when it 
comes to running a furlong around a curve, 


The 25-year-old Olympic champ took the lead at the 
start ("I wasn't taking any chances with those strong-finish- 
ing quarter-milers in the race") and had plenty to spare 
over the oncoming Art Bragg at the wire, Andy's time of 21.2 
was good enough considering two qualifying races and the 
strength-sapping heat &clipped the old meet record (around 
the turn) of 21.3 by George Simpson of Ohio State in 1930, 

Kansas State's Thane Baker, rated as a definite threat 
to Stanfield, stuck close to Andy on the turn but faded out 
of contention in the straightaway drive. Coach Ward Haylett, 
who said he'd never seen his boy fade like that at the fin- 
ish, claimed a week in Army camp may have taken some of the 
bounce out of Baker's legs, 

Olympic 00m champ George Rhoden, who said he's been 
wrking out only once a week, was completely out of it in 
last place, George gets his master's degree in physical 
therapy at NYU in September and then plans to start full-time 
wakouts again in preparation for the winter indoor campaign.

(BN)--All three heats were won in a slow 8.7 around 
two turns and without much depth in the fields there as no 
reason to run faster, Neither were there any upsets as the 
favorites qualified in every case. Two of the big three-- 

J. W. Mashburn and Herb McKenley--were heat winners while 
the third top notcher, Jim Lea, loafed in third in the trial 
won by schoolboy Charlie Jenkins, 

NCAA champ Lea dug out of his holes as usual, but ev- 
idently thought better of it and didn't run his customary 
sparkling 220, By the halfway mark the ancient McKenley held 
a slight lead over the hope for tomorrow--Mashburn,. Tow- 
headed, 189 pound Mashburn, wearing an incredibly dirty pair 
of running pants, poured if on around the second curve. When 
they headed for home it was all over. There was Mashburn out 
in front with McKenley, only a shadow of the great warrior 
of 1952, and Lea, apparently tired of it all after a long 
season, trailing by a good six yards, 

Mashburn never faltered and hit the tape in a good 7.1.

(BR)--The incomparable Mal Whitfield once more demon- 
strated why he is regarded by many as the finest middle dis- 
tance runner in track history toying with his rivals in 
winning the 880 in 1:51.5. While that clocking was anything 
but sensational it was éxcellent considering the slow pace 
of the first lap and the fact that the qualifying heat and 
final were both held on Friday night. The winning time for 
the AAU 880 or itsmetric equivalent will never be up to par 
as long as meet officials continue the ridiculous practice 
of running the heats and final within a couple of hows of 
each others, 

Reggie Pearman, the unpredictable Olympian, was the 
first lap leader, the time being a slow 56 flat, Whitfield, 
seeking his fourth 880y-800m title, remained in the pack 
through the first quarter, but shot past everyone in the 
third 220 and had a cammanding five-yard lead as the field 
hit the final stretch. 

Only Henry Cryer, who finished second in the 1952 NCAA 
800m and who is now in the Army, was capable of challenging 
the mighty Woitfield, and he came within three feet of the 





two-time Olympic champion with about 50 yards to go. But 
when Cryer got that close Whitfield broke his lazy glide 
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and sprinted slightly for a few yards to maintain his margin. 

Pursuing the two leaders in dead earnest was Jerome 
Walters, ex Compton JC and Pepperdine College flash now in 
the Marines. He hung on gamely for a clear third. 

Paul Carlin of Wyoming was the only non-placer to fin- 
ish and he was barely able to make it in a slow trot after 
spending himself during that torrid third 220. The two other 
finalists were Lang Stanley of San Jose State, ‘the NCAA 
champion, and Wally wilson of the LAAC, and both dropped out, 
Stanley hung on wmtil just befa@re the last turn but was 
never better than sixth during the race. He explained after 
the race that he "felt a pain” just when he was about to 
kick, Wilson pulled up with a muscle pull going into the 
second turn, 


Chief casualties in the heats were Lon Spurrier in the 
first and Roscoe Brown and John Barnes in the second. 
Spurrier, injured most of the season, led at the head of the 
stretch but had no kick. Neither Barnes nor Brown was in

Robins, Marquette's good miler, fell, causing a serious mix- 
up in the pack, Joe LaPierre, ready for a good one after an 
off day at Lincoln, caught his spike in Robins and also fell 
to the cinders, Secomi place favorite Fred Dwyer narrowly 
averted a like tragedy when he managed to hurdle LaPierre's 
sprawled body. 

Santee, meanwhile, took command at the 660 (1:34.6) and 
began to open up. He passed the half in 2:0).3, closely 
followed by Drummond and Walt Boehm of the Olympic Club who 
moved up at the spill. Next were Dwyer, Len Simpson, the 
third place winner in the NCAA, and Carl Joyce. 

On the third lap the Ashland Antelope took off, as 
usual. The halfway point was reached in 2:35.68 with Dwyer 
second, and then the pace picked up a bit. All alone in a 
3:05.5 three-quarters, Santee had 20 yards on Dwyer with 
Drummond another 20 back, and Simpson 10 behind Drummond, 

By this time LaPierre had worked up a little and was running 
fifth, just ahead of Joyce, 

The heat taking its toll, Santee crossed the 220 mark in 
3:36.2 end came home a big winner in the fine time of :07.

This unfortunate arrangement appeared to remove twin 
NCAA barrier winner Jack Davis from the competition. But 
last minute scratches eliminated semi-finals from both 
events and the long striding Trojan timber topper was free 
to seek a reap of his AAU low hurdles win of 1951 (he by- 
passed the race last year). 

Davis was very determined to add two more successes to 
his earlier NCAA double and no one in the field appeared 
capable of preventing it. With formidable Joel McNulty of 
Illinois scratched only decathlon ace Milt Campbell offered 
any opposition, 

Campbell, whose hurdling technique leaves something to 
be desired, scored an easy heat victory Friday night over 
VMI's NCAA third place finisher John Mapp in 2.2, while 
Davis loafed to another heat win in 2.7. 

In the finals Davis drew the outside lane in the eight- 
man field but was off winging on the curve and was never 
headed, leading Campbell into the tape by three yards, His 
time was 23.7 as Mapp finished third,

(GA)--Advance ballyhoo labeled the high jump field at 
Dayton as the greatest assembled anywhere, and the contest- 
ants' marks certainly merited such description: Walt Davis, 
second ranking jumper in history (6-10 15/16), indoor record 
holder Ken Wiesner (6-10 3/4), the veteran Herm Wyatt (6-9 
7/8), SC sophomore sensation Ernie Shelton (6-9 3/4), the 
always sg pa Jay "Pappa" Hall (6-9), and other seemingly 
countless 6-7 and 6-8 leapers, 

Davis, who twice had been "surveyed" out of world ree 
cords, hardly looked the part of a record breaker as he took 
two jumps to clear 6-6, Hall, looking weary from night hikes 
at Fort Benning, including a four hour problem Thursday 
night, also had trouble at the lower heights and only got 
over 6-) with a "desperation" third try. But a good four 
inches of daylight showed between the garrulous Pappa and 
the bar on that leap. 

In the earlier stages Shelton, whose effortless lift 
continues to amaze spectators and contestants alike, soared 
over every height with ridiculous ease, 

Only major casualties at 6-6 were Mark Smith and Milt 
Mead, who shared the NCAA title with Hall, Mead, the lanky 
Michigander who concentrates for seeming minutes before every 
jump, complained about a loose takeoff and appeared to be 
hurrying his attempts. 

First up, Shelton sprang over 6-8 on his first try and 
retired to the comparative coolness of the dressing room; it 
was blazing hot in the infield, Davis, who thrives on hot 
weather, quickly followed the Trojan over. Hall, hittirg 
the bar with his trailing leg, was elated when it stayed on, 

Wiesner, off form since the indoor season, Barney Dyer, 


Wyatt, Floyd Jeter, Tom Whetstine and Vic Fritts dropped by 
the wayside at this height. Youngsters Jeter and Whetstine 
both had extremely close misses, 

At 6-10 both hall, who has two years of Army and then 
law school on his schedule, am Shelton failed, the latter 
barely brushing off the bar three times. Shelton said, "I 
felt as good as at Ann Arbor. I had enough height on my 
third try but my toe dragged." 

Warming to his task, the gigantic Davis sailed over on 
his third attempt to win the event. Determined to capture 
Les Steers' world record which had eluded him so many times, 
the 23-year-old basketballer with a oe, | taped ankle had 
the standards raised to a measured 6-11 5/8. Galloping up 
in his unique hippety-hop style, he came close twice, then on 
his final attempt, at 3:22 pem. arched up and over, ticking 
the bar slightly with his lead foot. When he looked up from 
the sawdust pit to see that the quivering bar would stay on, 
the delighted Davis sprang up like a jumping jack, flung 
handfulls of sawdust into the air, and accepted congratula- 
tions of a swarm of competitors and officials, Then he rested 
briefly befae making three unsuccessful attempts at 7-3. 

For the onetime polio victim who never high jumped un- 
til his freshman year at Texas A&M it was the big moment of 
a spectacular career. Afterward he said his salesman's job 
with the Ada Oil Company would exclude the possibility of a 
European tour this summer, 

"Dave Albritton helped me", Davis said Davis. "He 
emphasized how important it is to be mentally right before 
starting your jump. I was right for my record, but not for 
seven feot."”

Most of the performers were at a loss to explain their 
poor efforts as they hit the bar on the way up time after 
time. No exception was Fresno Stater Barnes who finally got 
over 13-94 and then bowed out at lel, a height eventually 
cleared by Mattos and Laz. 

The surprising prepster was Don Bragg of Penns Grove, 
N.J., who defeated, among others, national interscholastic 
record holder Ronnie Morris of Burroughs High, Burbank, Cal. 
Morris successfully negotiated 13-3} to top such 1}-foot 
pole vaulters as Ohio State's Jerry Welbourne and the LAAC's 
Jack Rowan. 

Meet director Dave Albritton did his best to smooth out 
the chopped-up, soft runway by personally running a power 
roller over the surface between every few vaults.

(HT)--Fortune Gordien, the ex-Minnesotan gained sane 
measure of revenge on the man who broke his world record 
when he defeated Troy's Sim Iness for his fifth AAU crown 
since 197. 

Gordien, now a buidirg thespian, took time off from his 
acting commitments in Hollywood, flew into Dayton the night 
before the finals and then disposed of Iness on his first 
throw, 183-9. This broke the meet record of 179-3 by Bob 
Fitch, another ex-Gopher, in 1946. 

Sporting a huge crop of hair and carrying 22) pounds 
of beef (30 more than when he set a world record of 186-11 
in 1949), the wheel of fortune utilized his new short step 
technique on the winning toss which wobbled high to the 
right, directly into the win, 

Iness, who has thrown to the right on all of his best 
tosses, was hooking to the left in an effort to take advan- 
tage of the win. However, Big Sim was staying with the dis- 
cus too long, failing to get his usual snap. The Trojan 
giant had to be content with "only" 179-23 as he again 
failed to gain his first AAU gold medal. It was the fifth 
such medal for Gordien, 

Impressive in third place at 172-24 was John Ellis of 
Lafayette and the NYAC. Standing 6-64 and weighing 235, 
the 23-year-old Ellis displayed horrible leg action but em- 
ployed a vicious underhand whip which got results. Ellis, 
who was still practicing an hour after the meet, says he 
plans to throw the discus 1} more years, An insomniac who 
has a ring painted on the floor of his coblege dorm, Ellis 
may become one of the greats.

(BN)--Neither the improvised grass runway nor the throw- 
ing in pairs pleased the spearman, But they made the best 
of it and came up with the second best winning mark in AAU 
history and one of the most spirited duels on record, 

Bud Held, America's best ever javelin man, won the 
trials at 233-114, closely followed by Olympic king Cy Young 
(230-104), with Olympian Bill Miller fourth at 211-74. In 
the finals Miller moved past Larry Goins with a 230 feet 
effort and then Young improved his best throw twice. On 
his next to last attempt the Modesto, Calif., farmer took 
the lead at 21-6, On his last try Young produced only 


225 feet. (He said later: "That was it, the throw I have 
waited seven years for, But just as I was exulting at the 
perfect feel of it I felt my hand slip."”) 

One throw remained in the meet and it was do or die for 
Held. Twice over 260 in practice, and with a newly designed 
javelin used by all of the first four place winners, Held 
was a determined contestant. Delaying his throw so long the 
officials issued a warning, Held nevertheless time and again 
plunged his javelin deep into the nearby ground, warming up 
his teriffically fast arm action, Finally set, the thin, 
boyish looking missionary student cut loose with the winning 
toss, 13 inches ahead of Young's best. 

Fourth went to the meet record holder, Steve Seymour,

Iness, whose early claim to fame was that he could 
beat high school teammate Bob Mathias in the discus, has 
been the number one contender for Fortune Gordien's crown 
for last seasm am this, But for most of this year it 
looked as if he weren't going to make it. 

off to a good start, the Olympic champ set a new 
American mark of 185-5} in the duel with Stanford. Then 
he hurt a knee, falling down the stens of his home. The 
accident set him back 25 feet, - 

Gradually working his way back into shape, Iness 
suffered one shock June 12 when Gordien completed his 
comeback by snatching from Iness his short-lived American 
record. The next day Big Sim literally took it in the face 
when a flying discus smashed him squarely in the mouth at 
the Pacific Association, AAU trackfest. 

With a mouth full of broken and missing teeth, and a 
system upset by continuing doses of codeine, Iness was 
a question mark at Lincoln, On Thursday he quit taking the 
pain killer and on Friday he proved he was ready. 

The trials yesterday saw Iness at his best. He had 
three measured tosses over 182 feet, the best going for a 
new meet mark of 183 feet even, while the fourth was 
estimated at better than 161, 

After the meet Iness and O'Brien went to work, 
convincing themselves that today was the day. Always a 
fierce believer in concentration and mental preparedness, 
O'Brien had sold teammate Iness his theory. 

The Tulare High School graduate of 1948 was off to a 
slow start. His first throw reached about 173 feet ani his 
second “only” 181. 

His third and final effort was called to the attention 
of the crowd by announcer H.D, Thoreau and those who 
bothered toleook saw history made. Whirling with surprising 
speed for a 6 foot 6, 250 pounder, Iness got off his throw 
with such ease he omitted his usual grunt, 

The wood and metal platter sailed up and onward, 
finally flying out of sight of a portion of the crowd as it 
disappeared behind one end of the University of Nebraska's 
football stadium, At 7:11 p.m., the discus thudded into 
the turf, well beyond the flag marking Gordien's world mark 
of 186 feet, 11 inches made in 1949 at Tavastehus, Finland, 

It looked like a record, but who could be certain? 
Then a quick rumor spread that it was just short, evidently 
started when it was noticed that Sim was apparently being 
consoled, 

But as it turned out, it was a record indeed, And 
Iness was merely a victim of his own keyed-up emotions. 

The discus left my hand so easy I figured it wasn't 
going very far” Iness said, "I never spwm in the ring as 
fast as I did today," 


With "it takes a day just like this to make a world 
récord” Iness complimented the Nebraska weather. And it 
was perfect, all through today's finals. But it was 
apparently just luck. 

On Thursday it was 103 degrees, and yesterday was not 
only too hot but produced a 60 mile per hour wind as the 
final races in the preliminaries were being run, Todsy's 
historic period entered with more heat and 10 to 20 mph. 
winds but suddenly and magically it cooled somewhat ani the 
breeze quieted to a gentle 2 m.p.h. 

Nebraska's 00 meter cinder track was pronounced in 
its finest condition ever by Coach Ed Weir, It may well

Helping the Trojans mightily was Captain Jack Davis,

The first heat had only a& slight breeze as the three 
men went all out for the fastest third.

Some of the sting was 10st when Wes Santee withdrew, 
announcing he had a slight blister and was nine pounds 
underweight. But a fine field, headed by Lang Stanley, 
fastest collegiate half-miler in history, lined up just 
short of the first of four curves, 

Gene Maynard, the second of Illinois' one-two punch, 
took the lead end held it until Paul Carlin, the surprise 
from Syoming, moved ahead at the 300 mark, Stanley was 
loping along in fourth and Lon Spurrier, theCalifornia who 
was a great third last year but has had a bad arch all this 
season, trailed, 

Carlin hit the 40 mark in an easy 5.8 with Stanley 
second and the rest of the field bunched. Just starting 
into the third turn someone cut in on Stacey Siders, the 
Big Ten king, ami he chopped and pulled back. This caused 
Michigan's John Ross to hit Siders from behind, lose his 
balance and stagger towards the! outside of the track. 
Ross, in turn was hit by Spurrier, who had started to pick 
up ground on the outside, That left Ross and Spurrier flat 
footed, a good 10 yards behind, Spurrier regained his 
stride first and beat Ross to the pole, setting out in 





hopeless pursuit. 
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Meanwhile, with Stanley content to wait his tun, 
Carlin led down the back stretch and around the last turn. 
Then Stanley, the skinny, long striding interscholastic 
record holder, moved ahead and drew away steadily, without 
ever seeming to put on a kick, Carlin ran out of gas ani 
was passed 1.0 yards out by Penn's Paul Raudenbush who had 
run a well positioned race allthe way. Carlin held onto 
third, for Wyoming's first ever NCAA point, as Siders 
faded in the stretch drive, falling to sixth, 

Fourth and fifth went to Maynard and Spurrier, who 
fought it out for the last 250 yards. Trying to make up 
ground, Spurrier gambled intrying to pass Maynard on the 
inside on the backstretch, and lost. So he pulled up, went 
around, collared Siders and was picking up on Carlin when 
he faded, losing the fourth spot to Maynard. 

Ross never did get back in the race, just running 
through to the finish. Most observers, impressed by 
Spurrier's great comeback, felt he would have been at least 
second but for the fatal accident. 

Mile 

After the great Compton performace of Wes Santee the 
mile was a race of the Kansan against the clock. Pre-meet 
speculation was centered on little else but the 
possibilities of a foure-minute mile, That long sought 
achievement was not to come about, but Midwest fans were 
treated to the second fastest mile ever in America, And 
they saw what is developing into the "Santee Style", a 
method of rumning a mile which is -vectacular, to say the 
least, but which makes it extremely hard to watch the rest 
of the race. 

Fifteen runners answered the gun, with ‘Santee fifth 
from the outside. Benny Wilson, an outsider from San Diego, 
led the way through a 58 first quarter with only Carl 
Joyce of Georgetown, an added entrant, close. Confident 
Wes was running his own race, hitting the quarter in 59.5 
in sixth place, close behind Tom Monfore, Joe LaPierre, 
one of the few really good men in the race, and Louis 
Madrid, 

Through the secom lap the pace lagged with LaPierre 
moving up on the outside of teammate Joyce to share the 
lead some three yards ahead of Santee. The latter's time 
was 2:0).2 and he was in excellent position to go, anytime 
he was ready. 

The time came just after the first turn of the third 
lap. Ducking his head and opening up quickly, the gaudily 
clad farm boy spurted past the Hoya duo and quickly broke 
up the "race" for first. No one was foolish enough to try 
and match Wes' sizzle and he was on his own for the last 
700 yards, madly racing against time, 

Pouring it on all the way, Santee clocked 59.8 for the 
third lap and opened a 25 yard gap in the process, Meanwhile 
Fred Swyer, Villanova's very good indoor champion, ran a 
well paced race, moving into second, several yards ahead 
of LaPierre, Joyce began to fade and fourth spot was held 
by Californ's Len Simpson who had worked his way through 
the pack all the way sroud the third lap. 

On the fourth lap the fans had their troubles seeing 
all that was going on. There was the flying Santee, out in 
front and winging. Between watching him and taking an 
occasional peek at stop watches, there was little time to 
shift the eyes 25 yards back to catch Dwyer, let along go 
back another 25 or so towatch the race for third between 
Simpson and LaPierre, 

Simpson, whose best was :13.9 for second in the 
Pacific Coast Conference, moved past LaPierre on the back- 
stratch after hitting the three-quarter point in 3:09, 
Never the possessa@ of a kick, he nevertheless held off 
LaPierre's late challenge to grab third ahead of five men 
with better pre-meet records, 

After a slow start, Russ Bonham, the boyish looking 
Whittier College 4:10.5 man, moved up well 220 yards from 
home and looked as if he would challenge for third. But 
he faded and was passed by Marquette's comer, Wayne Robins, 
who lowered his best ever time for a bang-up fifth, 

Santee's time shattered one of ‘the older NCAA marks, 
the 4:08.3 hung up by Louis Zamperini as a sophomore in 1938, 
It also overshadowed a great effort by Dwyer who had the 
misfortune to be beaten by over three seconds as he, too, 
smashed the Zamp's meet record. Dwyer's ):07.1 placed him 
fifth on the all time U.S, list behind Santee (:02.4)), Bill 
Hulse (:06.0n); Gil Dodds (h:06.1n), and Glenn Cunningham 
(4:06.7), and just ahead of Archie San Romani (:07.2), 
and Don Lash (1:07.2n).

Charley Capozzoli was almost to the two-mile run what 
Wes Santee was to the mile, The dope wheet said Cappy all 
the way, with Don McEwen's meet mark of 9:01.9 in for a 
bad beating, But the dope sheet hadn't figured with the 
perversities of track which make a runner great one week, 
and not so great the next--nor with one Rich Ferguson, 


als, a long train ride, only four hours sleep, and on a baa

Through a .:38,.2 five laps they moved, now 20 yards 
ahead of Matthews, who had 25 on Jewsbury, Blaine ami Lou 
Gourley, the Idaho sophomore, By six laps (6:8.7) the 
leading twosome had a 0 yard lead over Matthews with 
Gourley winning the race for fourth.

“I was called into action 
15 minutes sooner than I had anticipated, and I just wasn't 
ready" explained the world's only 59 foot shot putter, Also 
on an off day was Darrow Hooper, sometime conqueror 
O'Brien and the number _ two man in the meet.

Things changed quickly today. Hooper, who has been 
attending a summer surveying camp with little chance to 
practice, had a night to work up steam for one of his under 
pressure first throws, And it came off nicely, the iron 
ball thudding into the turf 56 ft. 44 ins. away. This was 
the 1953 best for Hooper, who upset O'Brien in the '51 
meet, and put him into the lead. 

Hooper's lead didn't last leng nor did O'Brien's

A 177 footer 
at Allentown, Pennsylvania High School, the 5-10, 205 
pounder went to SC as a football player. He had arm 
trouble with the javelin, threw only 16) last season, and 
was a sub-200 footer all this year. Sut in this meet he 
performed like a true champion, 

For nearly 2 hours, though, it looked as if another 
long shot would be the surprise winner, With all throwers 
aided by the stiff breeze there wasn't too much comment 
when Genther, throwing first, bettered the 210 foot mark 
by 12 7/8 inches. Soon, however, another spear sailed out 
an eighth of an inch further and the track bugs had to go 
deep into their statistics to recognize the preliminary 
leader as Ray Rocker fram Loyola University of New Orleans. 
Rocker, a 6=<2, 215 denistry honor student, had, as his 
chief claim to fame, wins in the Drake Relays (181-64) and 
the Central Collegiatles (19\-1 3/4). So he didn't belong 
up there in the lead any more than did Genther, 

But the pre-meet favorites were having trouble. 
California's sore-armed Sam Adams, who hadn't practiced in 
10 weeks and had competed in only four meets, was a 
creditable, under the conditions--third, Nor did the 
supposedly aiding wind help the other, including another 
javelin elbow crippled--leo Long, Stanford's fifth placer 
from last year. 

Came the finals, and no wind, It was thought Rocker's 
and Genther's "lucky" tosses would hold up, although Adams 
or Long, or Ralph Sutton, the Oregon State in-and-outer, 
might catch one, As the finals progressed Sutton, Long and 
Bob Kimball of Stanford all improved, but no enough to 
bother the leaders, Adams, the best three event thrower 
in collegiate history (217-3, 156-3, and 52-94), couldn't 
overcome his terrific handicap and had a best of 20h-) 3/8. 

Genther, way over his head in the trials, wuld be 
happy with his close second, or so thought those who 
reckoned without that come-through spirit which inhabits so 
Trojans. On his last throw Genther, who had been up 
most of the night worrying about this one, let sail the toss 
which gave him the most unexpected NCAA title in many years, 
Rocker's last fling didn't come close,

Ken Doherty's book has finally been published. 
("Modern Track and Field", Prentice-Hall, $6.75). It is all 
I hoped for, and more. It is a studious work, calling on 
Dr. Doherty's long experience, his painstaking research, his 
love of the sport, and his admirably open mind. In addition 
it contains entertaining anecdotes and statistical data, and 
is easy reading. It is not the last word in coaching — no 
book ever will be — but Doherty makes best use of the most 
modern developments in technique by quoting almost all poss- 
ible sources. It will bear much rereading by both coaches 
and athletes as well as fans who like to know what makes the 
champions so good. All the important facts are presented, 
but it is left to the reader to decide which methods are 
best. Any coach who fails to study this book is not serious 
about his job. 

SHORT STUFF: Texas track fans are saying Frank 
Daugherty 2D, > sprinter headed for Texas U.) looks and 
runs like Mel Patton, being 6'1" tall.... Frank Wykoff says, 
"A sprinter with long legs will run the 100 in nine flat. 
Long legs are necessary. The new record holder will have 
the same marvelous form as Mel Patton."... Buddy Davis was 
awake most of the night before his 6'10 15/276" jump, waiting 
for the birth of his third daughter. He's the man to beat 
in 1956.... Fred Wilt has retired. Ten years from now he 
will no longer be right at the top of the greatest American 
distance runners of all time, but most of those who better 
his marks will do so because of his generous efforts in 
spreading European methods to America.... Don't take all 
retirements too seriously; there'll be many a comeback in 
1956. Wilt said he might try it, and Bob Mathias might 
get the urge again if he remains an amateur and stays in 
shape with the Marines.

MASHBURN NIPS HAAS IN 440; O'BRIEN 57'10" 





Glasgow, June 13 - A few stars from the States richly con- 
tributed to the success of the annual Glasgow Police Sports 
here today. 

Shotput record holder Parry O'Brien shattered all Brit- 
ish records with a fine 57'10" effort. "Marvelous Mal" was 
a very impressive victor in the halfmile: despite a spike 
wound the invincible Olympic champion coasted home in 

250.9, beating Germany's Friedel Stracke, a rapidly impro- 
ving 19-year-old talent, and Norway's Audun Boysen. The 
German youngster nipped his more famous colleague from Nor- 
way for second with a good 1:51.2. Boysen did 1:51.3. 

The widely-heralded quartermile duel between blond 
John Mashburn and Karl-Friedrich Haas saw the Oklahoma 
flash.emerge the victor with a powerful last-minute kick 
in 47 flat - excellent time on a British track. The smooth- 
striding Haas set a new European 440 record of 47.2 - four 
tenths under the previous record jointly held by Britain's 
A.G.K.Brown and Italy's Mario Lanzi. 

Sune Karlsson, Sweden's latest 1,500m sensation, won 
the mile in 4:09.9 from Olympic finalist Rolf Lamers of 
Germany (4:11.2) and 20-year-old Alex Breckenridge, who 
set a new Scottish national record of 4:11.2. Breckenridge 
had a best time of 4:23.7 last year! 

Heinz Fiitterer of Germany won the 100 yards from John 
O'Connell in 10.1 and the 220 yards in 21.7.

GERMANY 112 - ITALY 85 
HAAS 46.3; TOSI 173'10"1/4 AT 37 
ITALY NARROWLY BEATS GERMANY IN SPRINT RELAY: 40.8 


Milan, June 28 & 29 - Karl-Friedrich Haas ran a marvelous 
46.3 for 400 meters to feature the second post-war dual 
meet between Italy and Germany, held at the famous Milan 
Arena. The 22-year-old Olympic finalist, running in the 
first lane of the well-known 500-meter track (the same on 
which the late Rudolf Harbig was once credited with a 
sensational 1:46.6 for 800 meters), had to negotiate only 
1 and 1/4 turn. He poured it on from start to finish and 
made his great countryman Hans Geister look like a novice. 
The blond, lanky Haas shaved one tenth of a second off his 
personal best time of 1952, which he achieved in a hectic 
Olympic semi-final. Geister was a distant second, timed in 


47-56 

Germany won the meet easily, as was to be expected. In 
the running events Italians were invariably beaten and cap- 
tured only two seconds - in the 100 and 10,000 meters. In 
the field events, however, the Germans once again showed 
that they are well below their pre-war standards, so that 
Italy managed to make up part of the deficit here. Even so 














the final verdict was a clear 112-to-85 victory for Germany. 


The most thrilling event was the 4x100 meters relay: 
the Italian foursome (sprinters capable of no better than 
10.7/10.8 for 100 meters) showed glimpses of the great 
baton passing their pre-war predecessors were noted for 
and thus secured a narrow margin at the tape, mainly as a 
result of Lucio Sangermano's impressive anchor leg against 
Germany's diminutive Werner Zandt. The time for both teams 
was a good 40.8. 

Heinz Fiitterer, probably the greatest German speedster 
of recent years, seems to have overcome the effects of his 
1952 injuries. He won the 100 meters - against a slight 
wind - in 10.7 and the 200 meters in 21.3. 

19-year-old Friedel Stracke convincingly beat Werner 
LIueg in the 800 meters - times, 1:51.5 and 1:52.0. Gimther 
Dohrow "coasted" to a 3:50.2 victory in the 1,500 meters, 
with his countryman Karlfred Dorsing second in 3:51.4. 

Schade and Gude negotiated the 5,000 meters in a 
spirit of friendly co-operation - the Olympic bronze medal- 
ist finally won by an almost imperceptible margin. Time 
14:46.0 for both. 

Halfmiler Heinz Ulzheimer easily vanquished Italy's 
Armando Filiput in the 400 meters hurdles with a new 
personal best of 53.0. Filiput ran the poorest race of his 
career, knocked down the last two hurdles in awkward fash- 
ion and sauntered through the finish line in 54.1. 

Giampiero Druetto took the broadjump at 24' "1/4 and 
Ferdinando Simi won the hop, step, jump at 48'6"5/8. In 
the hammer the Italian duo Taddia-Cereali lost to the 
German veteran Karl Wolf. The white-haired baker from 
Karlsruhe threw the ball and chain 179'10"1/4. Taddia was 
second at 179' "7/8 and Cereali only a poor fourth at 173' 
10"5/8, beaten by Germany's Karl Hagenburger (174'4"1/8). 

In the discus old master Adolfo Consolini produced six 
50-meter-plus throws and won at 174'9"5/8. His 37-year-old 
nemesis (guess who?) hurled the platter 173'10"1/4 - a 
marked improvement if compared with the man's achievements 
in the past 18 months!

V.KUZNETSOV THROWS JAVELIN 250' 








Aleksandr Anufriyev moved to second in the All Time 
lists of both 5,000 and 10,000 meters - this in less than 
twenty-four hours' time. Competing as a non-scorer in the 
triangular meet Moscow-Leningrad-Kiev, the sturdy 27-year- 
old Gorkiy blacksmith first ran 5,000 meters in 13:58.8 on 
June 6, then came back the following day and posted a 29: 
23.2 for 10,000 meters. 

The meet was held at Moscow's Dinamo Stadium. "Soviet- 
akiy Sport" gave the following account of Anufriyev's 
sensational races: "Aleksandr Anufriyev, a blacksmith from 
Gorkiy's V.M.Molotov Works (an automobile caeeety?s is 
well-known by track enthusiasts as a remarkable long dis- 
tance runner. On June 6 and 7 he delighted with his abili- 
ty the Moscow fans that had gathered at Dinamo Stadium to 
attend the traditional meet - 20th edition - among the best 
athletes from Moscow, Leningrad and Kiev." 

“Anufriyev, competing "hors concours", ran two races: 
on Saturday (June 6) he started in the 5,050 meters. The 
first kilometer was covered by the Gorkiy man in 2:39. This 
was 3.5 secs. faster than the intermediate time registered 


at the same stage for Vladimir Kazantsev, meritorious Masterx 
of Sports, in the latter's record race last year (Kazantsev 
finished in 14:08.8). Later developments indicated that Anv- 
friyev would be successful in his attempt to break the Unior 
record. The difference between Kazantsev's and Anufriyev's 
intermediate times became greater at every kilometer. After 
2,000 meters Anufriyev's "lead" was up to 5 seconds. At the 
third kilometer it was 12 secs. With one kilometer to go it 
became apparent that the man from Gorkiy had a real chance 
of bettering not only the Soviet record but also the world 
mark, which was set at 13:58.2 by Gunder Hagg of Sweden 11 
years ago." 

"Sa-sha ... Sa-sha ... Sa-sha (diminutive for Aleksandz 
cried to Anufriyev the people in the stands. Every person 
present in the stadium had risen, almost as if this were to 
inject extra strength into the athlete as he was nearing 
the end of his journey. Last lap. An ovation accompanied 
Anufriyev when he broke the tape. He had succeeded in estab- 
lishing a new Soviet record, with a most remarkable time -~ 
13:58.8. This was the second fastest time in athletic his- 


tory - barely 0.6 secs. off the world record." 

"Not less successful was Anufriyev on the following 
day, when he ran 10,000 meters. Here again he achieved a 
most remarkable performance: 29:23.2 -- 8.2 secs. under his 
previous Union record." 

"It should be mentioned that Anufriyev had no adequate 
competition. V.Kuts and I.Pozhidayev - both from Leningrad - 
were second in those races, with times of 14:28.8 and 30: 
11.0 respectively. " 

Several days later the same paper published Anufriyev's 
intermediate times in the great 5,000 meter race. I am 
giving them along with those of Hagg, Zatopek and Schade in 
their record races.

This table clearly shows that Zétopek still remains 
the fastest finisher in 5,000 meter history. Anufriyev and 
Schade faded in the last kilometer. It should be remembered 
that Hagg set his record on a rain-soaked track! 

In his 10,000 meter race Anufriyev ran the first half 
in 14:33.0 and the second in 14:50.2. The most remarkable 
thing about this race was that it was run less than twenty- 
four hours after the 5,000 meters! 

In the same meet, namely on June 6, another Union re- 
cord was torn to pieces as 23-year-old Vladimir Kuznetsov 
(an Olympic finalist at Helsinki last year) threw the javel- 
in 76.20 meters - exactly 250'. This is the longest dis- 
tance on record by a non-Finnish specialist and the fourth 
best of all time. 

The meet was undoubtedly one of the best - if not the 
best - ever held in USSR. Fyeodor Marulin won the 3,000m 
steeplechase in 8:56.6 from V.Kurchavov (9:01.6) and A.Nye- 
chipurenko (9:08.4). Otto Grigalke put the shot 54'3"1/8 
to win from N.Banchenko (52'1"1/4) and G.Fyodorov (51'3"). 

Pyotr Denisenko vaulted 14'1"1/4 and Georgiy Dibenko 
threw the hammer 182'6"1/2. Yuriy Lituyev ran 400m hurdles 
in 53.5. In the 5,000 meters V.Okorokov was third in 14:42.2 
end G.Basalayev fourth in 14:46.8. In the 10,000 meters 
old timer Nikifor Popov finished third in 30:32.6.

DENISENKO BEATS LUNDBERG IN GREAT VAULT DUEL 
KRIVONOSOV, HT 189'11"7/8; LITUYEV, 400mh 52.0 


stockhe ly July 2 - 17,400 spectators crowded the time- 
honored Olympic Stadium here today to see a number of lead- 
ing athletes from USSR. Except in the polevault, the meet 
offered practically nil in the way of competition -- the 
Russians had namely sent representatives only for events 
which they were almost certain to win! < 

Aleksandr Anufriyev was expected to break Gunder Hagg's 
ll-year-old 5,000m record and Hagg himself was there to 
congratulate his would-be successor. But the Russian failed: 
he had» to be content with a 14:20.6 clocking and an easy 
victory over Swedish veteran Bertil Albertsson, who did 
14:40.4. Gunder Hagg said the weather was far from ideal 
for a record attempt over such a distance: sultry and rainy; 
he added, however, that Anufriyev is good enough for a time 
under the present world mark. 

The polevault duel Denisenko-Lundberg (a "revanche" 
of last year's Olympic final in which Lundberg beat Deni- 
senko for third merely because he passed a height which 
the Russian cleared on his first attempt!) was the eye- 
catching number. The strong-armed man from Kiev finally won 
at 14'5"1/4. Lundberg improved on his previous best for the 
season with a 14'3"1/4 effort. Denisenko cleared the winning 
height on his last try and later had three unsuccessful 
attempts at 14'7"5/8. 

Mikhail Krivonosov threw the hammer 189'11"7/8 - third 
best in the world this season - and Yuriy Lituyev ran 400mh 
in 52.0. His countryman Anatoliy Yulin (fourth in the Olyn- 
pic final) was second in 52.2. 

Georgiy Ivakin set a new USSR 800m record of 1:50.1 and 
Ctto Grigalka put the shot 54'1"5/8. Bengt Nilsson of Sweden 
and his arch-rival Gésta Svensson both cleared the highjump 
bar at 6'4"3/4. 

Fyeodor Marulin of USSR ran 3,000m steeplechase in 
9:11.2. The two Russian sprinters were rather unimpressive: 
Boris Tokaryev won the 200m from Lev Kalyayev - times 22.1 
and 22.2. 

Next to Lundberg and the two high jumpers, Rune Hager- 
man was the best Swedish performer: he finished second to 
Ivakin in the 800m with a good 1:51.7. 











HERMAN LOOKS GREAT IN 8:06.6 RACE - 3rd BEST EVER FOR 3,000m 


Stuttgart, June 20 - 25,000 spectators were on hand at 
Neckar Stadium here today to attend what turned out to be a 
remarkable meet under every respect. 

Belgium's Frans Herman, long regarded by his country- 
men as a sure-fire successor of Gaston Reiff, not only beat 
his famous countryman in the 3,000 meters - Gaston's strong- 
est event - but also moved to third best ever with an amaz- 
ing 8:06.6 clocking. Belgium had another entry in this race, 
Lucien Theys. Yugoslavia had Mihalié - who had just returned 
to competition after a layoff period because of illness - 
and Ceraj. Finland had Urho Julin and Germany was represent- 
ed by Gude, Deutschlander, Lipfert and Muller. The Germans 
and Reiff set the pace in the initial stages. The time at 
1,000 meters was 2:44. Then Reiff began to get going in earn 
est. He passed the 2,000 meters in 5:30. Herman was the only 
one who managed to hang on - at times he was several yards 
behind the world record holder though, but always appeared 
to have the situation well under his control. With 200 metes 
to go Reiff was still in the lead, closely followed by his 
25-year-old countryman. Then the latter forged ahead with 
determination and quickly left Reiff several yards behind. 
The strong Herman increased his lead and broke the tape in 
8:06.6 - a mark bettered so far only by Reiff (twice) and 
Hagg (once)! Reiff was second in 8:13.6, Julin third in | 
8:15.0, Theys fourth in 8:16.0, Ceraj fifth in 8:18.8, Lup- 
fert sixth in 8:19.4, Mihalié seventh in 8:20.4, Gude eigtth 
in 8:23.6. Surely enough, one of the greatest 3,000m races 
of all time. 

Heinz Fiitterer ran 100 meters in 10.4 after an incred- 
ibly fast start (he actually took a flyer, according to 





some observers). Kraus was second in 10.6. Fiitterer came 
back to capture the 200 meters in 21.3, with Kraus again se- 
cond in 21.6. Karl-Friedrich Haas finished third in 21.8. 
Werner Lueg won a great 1,000 meter race after a wild 
stretch battle with Gunnar Nielsen of Denmark and Audun 
Boysen of Norway. The times - Lueg 2:22.2, Nielsen 2:22.4, 
Boysen 2:22.5. At the 800m mark Boysen was in the lead 
with 1:54 and lueg registered 1:55.9. The German thus seems 
to have further improved on his finishing speed. 
Toivo Hyytiainen of Finland threw the javelin 224'5"1/4 
and Karl Wolf won the hammer at 179'2"3/4.

Gavle, June 23 - Sune ("H&llsta") Karlsson of Sweden ran 

° meters 3244.2 here today, on one of Europe's fast- 
est tracks. The rapidly improving Swede competed against 
Denis Johansson of Finland, veteran Bertil Albertsson (who 
is trying to gain speed for his distance races by acting 
as "hare" to middle distance runners), Nils Toft, young 
Lennart Dilén and two other little known "quantities" - 
one listed with the promising name of "Arne Andersson II". 

Albertsson, aided by another man, set the pace in the 

first lap - 400m in 59 secs. But Johansson upset the old 
man's plans in the second lap, when he suddenly forged 
ahead, in an attempt to K.0. his most serious opponent, 
"HAllsta" Karlsson. But the latter bravely faced the 
challenge. Denis passed the 800 meters in 2:01 and the 
1,200 meters in 2:59. At this juncture Karlsson gave clear 
signs of his bellicose intentions, but a friend shouted to 
him: "Wait till the last turn!" "H&llsta" obediently con 
tinued to follow Denis and it was only with some 200 meters 
to go that he finally pulled away. Karlsson finished in 
brilliant style, but many thought he had quite something in 
reserve. His time - 3:44.2 - has been bettered by only six 
men in history. Denis Johansson set a new Finnish record 
of 3:45.2. Albertsson was third in 3:50.2 and Lennart Di- 
1én showed plenty of talent in finishing fourth at 3:50.8.

Eriksson was 
second in 4:08.0. Sweden's second string in the race, Tore 
Lundberg, finished surprisingly well to take third in 4:08.2 
while Lamers (4:08.6) and Dohrow (4:08.6) could only shunt 
Finland's indefatigable Julin to sixth (4:11.4).
